The leaves of Mr. Gladstone's magical sprig

contaln the following inscriptions:—‘‘Disendow- |

ment." “Disestablishment,” *“Religions Equa-
lity,"” and “‘Grants to Asylums,” the four great
fn;tnru of the bill which he has introduced into
the House of Commons ng the moans of giving
content and prosperity to Ireland. That this
bill will nltimately pass the House of Commons
by & majority of one hundred is regarded as n
cortalnty, and when it comes before the Tory
House of Lorde it is scarcely probable that it
will encounter nny very formidable oppos<ition.
The whole English systam is now in o transition

state, .and evem the strongly conserva-
tive element in -the upper house will
not wenture to =set its face against
the onward march of lberal Ideas. Its

only ciance of escaping ruin lies in pursuing
the dirgetly opposite course. A determined op-
position to the disestablishment of the Irish

Church on the part of the titled aristocracy of |

England could resultonly in dealing it a serious,
if not 'a fatal blow. Jealous of their privileges

and proud of their llustrlons ancestry, the Eng- |

lish nobles are necessarily almost unanimous, at
heart, im thelr opposition to every movoment
which will tend to undermine their stability by de-
stroying any of the kindred monopolies of power,

But their leaders are not entirely destitute of |

discretion, and can readily perceive that, if the
disestablishment scheme is defeated in the
House of Lords, the result will ereate a popular
reaction against the aristocratical clement which

will ultimately be productive of the most disas- |

trons results,

Tho issue placed before the people of Great
fritain at the late Parlianmentary elections was
one of general reform, but this scheme of dis-
establishment was its leading feature. The result
of the elections was an overwhelming endorse-
ment of the measure, and its friends were led to

hope that its triumphant suceess would tend In |

a grest degree to pacify the Irish people. The
disestablishment of the Irish Church has been
advocated ns a mensure of simple justice, and
the paseage of the bill for effecting it may cor-
talnly be regarded as a pledge on the part of
England to adopt, even at this late day, o line
of policy towards Ireland in which justice
ghall be the predominunt leature.  But
it would appear thit the misrule
to which the Island has so long been subjected,
has given rise to so much discontent, that the
prospect of an entire clange in the policy of
England will not suffice to eradicate it, or even
to suppress its manifestations. The cable in-

forma us that at the ovation tendered at Cork to |
Warren and Costello, the recently discharged J

Fenlans, previous to their departure for the
United States, the enthusinsm was unboundedl,
and even extended to a large and disorderly
crowd outside the building,
speeches were made by the Mayor of Cork and
others, Warren and Costello were highly enlo-
gized, and altogether the affnlr showed that the
prospect of justice has not tended 1o
allay the discontont which bas  tiken
such a firm  hold upon the  Irish
heart. While sueh  monifestations  will
serve as an argument for the immediate neces-
sity of disestablishment, they will in turn
weaken the hands of its advocates by repelling
those who'do not belong to the extreme radical
wing of ghe Liberal party, and by furnishing the
cunserrﬁivaa_w}th a formidable argument in the

1968 by the British Parliament, Now York 6x-
pended in 1887 more than seven and a hall mil-
llong of dollars, Penmaytvanis sppropriated
more than five millions, and the young Common-
woalth of Iiinols expended To 1867-8 more than
alx millions,

The contrnst fn the number of achools and
woholars 18 a8 siriking as the conirast in the
nmounts exponded. The schools Inspected in
England, 8cotland, and Wales In 1868 contnlnod
accommodations for only 1,784,288 children, and
the average attendance was but 1,082,055, The
number attending school in three of the lurgest
Amerioan States, at the date of the last reports,
was as follows: —New York, M0,208; Pennsylva-
nia, 800,515; Ohlo, 704,467; a total of 2,454,485, or
more than twice as many puplls to a population
not half as great as the population of England,
Wales, and Scotland.

The Ameriean system, however, is by no
moenns perfeet.  Improvements are constantly
being devised, and it is unfortunately too true
that, notwithstanding the liberal provision made
for a universal diffusion of the blessings of edn-
cation, many children are suffered to grow up in
ignornnce, through the ecarclessncss of their
parents or the want of proper guardianship. In
Prussin and severnl other continental countrics,
every child is obliged by law to attend
l either a public or a private school, and
| many of the zealous American friends of
education earnestly advoeate the ensctment of
slmilar laws in this country. Public sentiment
does not seem to be yet prepared to endorse
this policy, but the number of its supporters 1s
constantly increasing.

In Italy such deplorable ignorance prevails
that four-fifthe of the population ean neither
read nor write. In Spaln, according to the
latest report, the total number of pupils was but
little more than one million. Russla Is still so
barbarie that the nnmber of pupils in all her vast
population is less than one million, and it is
estimated that not one Russian in three hundred
| can read and write. France Is far ahead ol
| Great Britain in the liberality of her educational
system, and few American States secure o more
general school attendance of the rising genera-
tion. Of 37,510 French communes, only 094 are
destitute of schools, and ot the date of a recent
report 4,430,470 children attended public or pri-
| wate schools. The United States, as a nation,
| by no means leads the van in the great popular
educational movemont of the century, and educa-
| tion sbeing much more universally diffused in
Switzerland, Germany, and France than in many
portions of this country.

THE POPULATION OF INDIA.—The Friend of India
publishes the following analysis of the pnmes, races,
and ereeds of which the population of India Is com~
posed. To these shonld be added the Parsees,
150,000, East Indlans or Eurasians, 91,000, and Earo-
peans, 156,000, Inciuding the army.
